What Is Required of a Man Capable of 
Moving in Its Circles. 

‘Society is an occupation in itself,’’ said 
Ward McAllister, in an interview with a 
New York Tridune reporter. ‘“‘Only aman 
who has a good deal of leisure and a taste 
for it can keep up with itsdemands and with 
what interests it. Say what you will, the 
modean leader of society must still have 
considtrablie of the old courtier and cheva- 
lier endowment to make a sticcess of it. 
Numbers of people are introduced in fash- 
ionable society every season who can not 
anddo.not make a success, and they fall 
out. They can not float themselvés even 
when some one gives them a good start. 
These people have not the poise, the apt 
tude for polite conversation, the polished 
and deferential manner, the infinite capac 
ity of good humor and ability to entertain 
or be entertained that society demands. 

“Why, there are only apout tour hundred 
people in fashionable Néw York society. 
If you go outside that number you strike 
people who are eithermot at ease in a ball- 
room or else make other — not at ease. 
See the point! Of’ e there are any 
number of the most cultivated and highly 
respectable, even distinguished, people out- 
side of fashionable society. When we give 
a large ball like the last New Year's ball 
for eight hundred guegie we go outside of 
the exclusive fashionable set and invite 
professional men, doctors, lawyers, editors, 
artists and the like. But the day when 
fortunes admitted men to exclusive society 
has gone by. 

‘Twenty or thirty years ago it was other- 
wise. But now, with the rapid growth of 
riches, millionaires are too common to re 
ceive much deference; a fortune of a mill- 
ion is only respectable poverty. So we 
have to draw social boundaries on another 
basis. Old-connections, gentle breeding, 
perfection in all the requisite accomplish. 
ments ofa gentleman, elegant leisure and 
an unstained private reputation count for 
more than newly-gotten riches. You would 
be surprised at the namber of apparently 
eligible men this list of requirements 
strikes out of consideration. The truth is 
we are not a nation of Chesterfields and 
Bayards, Sidnevs and Raleighs.”’

different Legislatures, he is tempted to 

wonder why the wide discrepancies that |

for the formation of a grand ** Nationa) | 
Trades Union of Legislators,” which will | 
insist on uniform prices for al! classes of | 
work, witha reguiation as to how much | 
shall constitute a day’s labor, allowance for | 
overtime and ‘doubie ‘pay for Sunday and) 
oi ght-work, says tne V«atonal 7 ridune. 

For example, Ca.ifornia thinks her Legis. | 
lators Garp 8 w# day, with wcents a muc for 
traveling cxpeuses, and $25 turown in for a! 
bonus. This i8 the nighest priee per day | 
paid by any State for this kind of service, | 
but then California is a high-priced State in 
every way, inciwding just now her real | 
estate around Los Angeies; She has 12 
Seoators and Representatives, and she pro- | | 
vides that they mustdo 0 days’ work Cah | 
year. 

At ine other extreme stands Rhede (stand, | 
whjon Das 108 mpenacors aod tepreserita- | 
tives, whom she pays i¢ss tnan digyers aad) 
shovelers on a rauroad grade. Their sti-| 
pend is but #1 a day, and 8 cents miie-| 
age. As the State is oniy 4744 miles long | 
by # broad, there is no cnance to get in 
any “gouge” ou this item, by wking a 
roundabout course tothe capital In fact, 
the Legisiater may be said to be as directiy 
under tbe eye of his watchful constitueuts 
from the moment he leaves home until he | 
takes his seat at Newport or Providence as | 
a boy is wher his mother sends him to the | 
spring. There is no limit tothe length of | 
the session, doubtless because the Rhode 
Islanders are reasonably sure that a man is 
not going to haug arcund the State House 
atéla day any longer than he can help, 
when he can wet twice as much for working 
in @ cotton-mill. | 

Ajapama has 133 Legislators, whom she 
pays #4 a day for 30 days, and 10 cents mile- 
age. Itis aanevcessary to state chat they 
put in every cre of the 50 days aiiowed, and 
uxewise every mile between their homes | 
and Montgomery.

What is done by the Government 
will doubtless be well done, but 
our local Boards or private parties 
have no one to look to Some su- 
pervisory arrangements should be 
made by our State Legislature to 
protect life amd property. Such 
breaks occur in seasons of heavy 
rain or clondburst. A small dam 
may break and ite waters fall on a 
larger oue below with the force 
and weight of accumulated swift- 
ness, carrying otherwise safe works 
away, and sending everything 
whigling that lies below it. An 
excellent suggestion wa* made by 
the Enterprise recently, which was 
that reservuirs be made off the 
course of streams as much as pos- 
sible and their supply be carried to 
them in ditches. Many suitable 
places can be fuund, and all should 
be taken advantage of.

A Dieastrous Wreck. 

Liperty, Va., July 2.+—-A fearful 
wreck occurred on the Norfolk & Wes- 
tern road, near Thaxtons, thirty miles 
above this city. It is reported that 
forty persuns were killed. 

PaivaDELPaia, July 2. —President | 
Kimball of the Norfolk & Western 
Railway was seen this afternoon in 
relation to the wreck on Ris road this 
morning. He said that while the 
wreck is serious and resulted in a loss 
of life, the report telegraphed from 
Lynchburg was greatly exaggerated. 
The information furnished him up to 
1 o'clock this afternoon is that five 
persons were killed, nearly all of whom 
were train hands, and quite a number 
of others were injured. The train ran 
into a wash-out caused by rains and 
the locomotive and several cars were 
thrown into qa ditch. The cars caught 
fire and a number of passengers were 
severely burned, in addition to those 
injured by the wreck.

While gold mining was in progress

is Operated—What «a Velocity of 
Twenty-One Hundred Feet Per 
Miaute Really Means. 


“ Around thd world in twenty hours?” 
“ You don't mean it.” 


“I do. That’s just what a velocity of 2,100 | 


feet per second means, and that is what this 
gun will do for a second or two as sure as 
guns are guns.” 

So spoke one of my naval friends as he 

to a gun long and slender as a tele- 
scope, writes, an Antigpelis (Md) corre 
spondént to tha New York World. 

“But how can you measure any velocity 
as great as that?’ ' 

“ Basily enough,” asserted the scientific 
young sea-dog. “‘ Just weit until we get this 
fellow into position, apd you shall see for 
yourself how the thing is done.”’ 

Thus it eame to pass that one morning, in 


answer to’a note from my friend, | found | 


myself landed on the long, rickety wharf of 


the naval proving ground at Annapolis. A | 


less warlike-looking place it would be hard 
to imagine. Two unpretentious frame build- 
ings on @ small hill, a barn, a bit of swamp 
and a farm-house; but thie stars and stripes 
floating from a flag-pole marked it as Uncle 
Sami’s private property. I dived into the 
larger of the two buildings. Through the 
open door | saw on my right a large uncar- 
peted room from which my friend called to 
me to come in. On the walls were cases 
with guns, pistols and odd-looking instru- 
ments, a desk, a big table, a phothgraphic 
outfit-and three massive wooden pedestals 
on which stood instruments, each of which 
an officer was busily engaged in adjusting. 

“These are Boulenge caronographs,”’ said 
my friend, adding: “We are going to fire 
just @s soon as that schooner gets out of 
range.”’ 

“Fire what?’ sald I, for I saw nothing 
except some small arms. “The gun you 
saw last week,” retorted he, and then some- 
body outside sung out: “Stand by!”’ 

The dy was a Lieutenant, with a 
big red flag in one hand and a binecular in 
the other. ‘ 

“Ready, Al” “Ready, B!”’ “Ready, C!’’ 
called out the three officers in rapid succes- 
sion, when flash, rattle, down came the rods 
of the chronographs. Bang! whizz-rusb- 
roar! and way out in the Cliesapeake I 
could see the splash, splash uf the shot 
miles away. 

“A 2. 108," said some one, and turning I 
saw the three officers bending over the 
table, each carefully measuring a stee)] rod 
about twenty inches long, its whole length 
nearly covered by a thin zinc cylinder. “B 
2, 110,’ “@ 2, 112,” they announced in turn, 
which was entered in big books, the rods 
were again measured and the entries 
checked. ‘ 

“Now,’’ said my friend, “let me present 
you to my fellow-workers and explain this 
mystery.”’ “Look out there!” “Out there’’ 
some hundred yards away was a shed with 
some six or eight guns of various sizes and 
shapes, all pointing towards a heavy butt of 
earth one hundred yards from them. Be- 
tween the guns and the butt were open: 
wooden frames, like big picture frames, 
with wire laced back and forth across them, 
while here and tiere ran telegraph wires 
which finally entered the room in which we 
were and connected with the chronographs. 

“Now,” said my friend, “here is the 
whole thing in agutshell. These chrono- 
graphs consist of a couple of electro-mag- 
nets and a little spring knife. The upper 
magnet holds the long, zinc-covered steel 
rod; tne second noids a short steel rod. 
The gun being fired, the shot cuts the wire

in the nearest frame, or screen, as it is tech- | 


nically called, and so breaks the circuit, of | 


the upper electro-magnet, allowing the long | 
rod to fall. When the shell reaf#hes the sec- | 
ond screen, the one furthest from the gun, | 
it breaks the circuit of the second electro- | 


macnet, thus allowing the shot-rod to fall. 


This, after falling a short distant, strikes | 


the trigger of the spring knife. The knife, 
being released, flies forward and makes a 
detit in the zinc on the long rod, and so we 
cun measure the distance the long 


rod has free 


falleu before the knife marks it. and as this | 
s bears a distinct ratio to the time, | 
and as the time is @xactly that taken by the | 


shot in passing over the known <listance be- 


tween the sereens, we know the tinie and | 


hence the shell’s velocity per second.”’ 
“But does not the short red oceupy some 
time in falling and does not the knife take 
some little time in striking the rod?’’ asked IL. 
“So it does, and the way we got round 
that is this.’”’ Here he hung both rods to 
their magnets. “See this key. 


If I press | 


it I break simultaneously the circuit of both | 
magnets and release both rods at one and | 


the same time. Thus,’ and pressing the 
key, down fell the rods. “Now see this 
mark on the zinc. Thatis the mark made 
by the knife, and is called the ‘disjunctor 
reading,’ and it’s from this mark that we 
measure. the distance that the long rod 
falls. .At anyrate, thatis the result prac- 
tically, we take the difference between the 


disjunctor reading and the reading given by | 
the shot, which gives. the distance between | 


the two marks, and, as I said before, if we 
know. the distance a body falls we know the 
tume it was in falling and, consequently, the 
time taken by the shot in going over the 
known distance between the two screens. 
We use thie three chronographs as checks 
upon each other; they.are all connected 
with the same screens and should give the

WONDERFUL LONGEVITY:, 


Indians Woman Hale and Hearty at 
= ' 302 Years of Age. 

There resides with her datghter, Mrs. 
Mary Arkins, at G stile, & neture’s 
noblewoman — Mrs. thérine McMahon, 
who wa¢ born in County Clare, Parish of Kil- 
forney, Ireland, November 11, 1785. Acorre- 
spondent for the Indianapolis Journal spent 
an hour in her company one day recently, 
listening to her own account of her long 
and worthy life, which is substantially as 
follows: 

She was one of several children born to 
Danie] Cooney and Mariah Flannegan, who 
died, the former at sixty-two and the latter 
at eighty-two yearsof age. Two brothers, 
Martin and James Cooney, died in Dubuque, 
[a., in 1873, the former lacking but five days 
of rounding up his first century. The lat 
ter was in his ninety-eighth year, Another 
brother, Thomas 
wandered off to Australia in early life and 
his last end is unknown. Ia 1890, by the 
death of her husband, Michael McMahon, to 
whom she was married in 1813, she was left 
a tenant of a one hundred-acre farm in 
County Clare, the property of Thomes and 
John Cahiil. Her rental.was forty pounds 
sterling annually. Besides were King, 
Queen, county, road and various other taxes 
then more burdensome than now. Eight 
children were dependent ‘on her, though 
two sons helped greatly in-the farm 
work. She was a ~=hard worker 
herself and withal a skillful mian- 
ager. She attended fairs and markets 
to dispose of her farm products, and battled 
bravely for her family’s sake for fourteen 
“ears, three of which were years of terrible 
‘amine, ending at last with the harvests of 
1849. In 1853, however. ay turned her face 
toward America, the land of plenty and po- 
tatoes, settling firstin New Albany, Ind., 
thence in 1861 removing to Dubuque, la., 
thence in 1881 to Bedford, and two years 
later to Greencastic. In company with a 
granddaughter, Miss Magzie Arkins, she 
traveled a day and anight on the cars in 
her ninety-eighth year in returning from 
Dubuque. She is averse to the ears, and 
afterward walked two miles to the Green- 
castle Junction. without even a walking stick, 
rather than ride on a train. She lus seen six 
generations of her kin, though unable to 
state the number of grand and great-grand- 
children. She has three great-great-grand- 
children, the children of Michael Higgins, 
now of Jackson, Miss. Miss Maggie Higgins, 
of that place, a great-granduhild, is twenty- 
six years old. Of her children there are liv- 
ing James, aged sixty-four, and John, aged 
sixty-one, both of Bedford, Ind.; also a 
second daughter, Mrs. Catherine McCann, 
of Dubuque, Ia. In her prime she was five 
feet seven inches hgh and weighed from 
150 to 160 pounds. Sheis now quite stooped, 
though remarkably free from the infirmities 
of age. Her weight is, perhaps, be 
tween 90 and 100 pounds. She is quite 
spry, and gets around the house and yard 
with the aid of a slender walking stick. Her 
hair is black and abundant as in youth. Her 
features are round and compact. She has 
retained all her teeth but two, losing the 
first in her one-hundredth year, the other 
recently. She enjoys perfect second sight 
and sews and knits without glasses. She 
even makes her bed and performs other 
tasks, more or less light, when permitted. 
A few days ago, when taken with a pain
